forgotten) Friends Grave:, whoai the Apoftate ProfefTors of ^te¥^^^ 
^1/^/4;!^ had hanged on a Tree, andburyed oeerthe Gountreys Higb^ , 
wiiyfide; the Lord having put it into myhcarfi that now was a fit 
and feafonablc time, it being a day of great Calamity aad diftrefs up- 
m moft part of NexoEngldnd^ For the Natives are rifen in great 
wrath and fury againft the En^Ufh, breakici| b upon many places witli 
fijreii)0t>fHou(H, and torturiog of fundry jperfoos with, uve^al forts 
df Tortpr^ : fid it is reported tbey hang up fome alive in Jtoa 
Crooks by the under jaw until! Death, burning fome alive by dc- 
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grees, tod Skinning others alive. And Tone they carry away 
not known whither^ but it is thought to Torturt che» attcr tiie 
h^irt^j^^^Kir cad itytat^ aod here are€rWt4>lip^i»\prei!frbg,r 
and fending^ out to War. But the IhdUns (as a Scourge in the 
of the Lord j goe on with great fubtilty and fucccfs,. upbraiding 
challenging the £*^/i7fc Warrcrs when they fee them, and fa; 
Gamiy^vphjM ji nc$ fight i %o th;K in a liHletimc they have oiucti 
/prrzcK^, ami made great (laughters upon cbr :SlngHfh: 2tii althc 
they had great ftore-orA?T^munition of their own, yet they gem 
more by Rifling ofttoOfcs, and Slaughtering Souldiersout of thcTI 
€CS aail Swamps, as they March and Travel along theWoods. 1 
fttely met with a Captain and his Company as they were pai&t 
^verji Swamp ;* and at one Volley of Shot fldw him. andiieera 
ViOfiipany. ,the7»A*4w/,.I hear, infult very much, and telklic £« 
Warners thatCod is againft them, and for the Indians*^ and tha 
Fi^/i/Kftiall (for their Urirightcourncfs ) fall into their hands. 
Auiers, Officers, and Counccltors are like at men in a maze, 
^knowing what to do: but the Priefts fpuc them on, telling them 
.WMffi are ordained for deftrudion ^ bidding them go forth^o U 
and they, will Fall aad Pray at home in the mean time : yet their G 
ralj with fomc other Officers, complaia and fayi with tears, The 
not God go along with them. And many of the Englijli\ vvhcr 
Narivea have killed them, they ftrip them naked, and leave their 
.dies to rot upon ihei ground. Iheard fomc of the Indians did fa 
fomcEngliJhmen, That they did not think the ^114]^^. would come 
agaiaftthem: I have not yet heard of much hurt they have dor 
Friends ; but it ij likely tobe a time of great tryal to afrhere. 

What I had to get upon our -Friends Graves being ready frame 
forehand, I ^ot two Friends to help me to fee it up in the night, a C 
of GtJirdbcfng kept very necr; but it being pretty dark, we did 
yofk without* mterruption i fo next. day, pretty early,, uding- 
thought rntoTbwai thauhcre wis a Tombc built upon tb^ two ^ 
f^s Grave by theGaltews.; arid it being a Market day, It is faid^ 
ny hundreds, of Town and Country, flock'd about it, Reading tak 
^nd giving C6peys of the (nfcription which was Engraven upon 
Front^nd of the work : AfiA much people were ferioufly afFcAed, 1 
ing, one to another, that thedeftroying of thofe good people, is 
vhichtath brtiught the DrfpleafureaDd JudgmeMtt>(thel!^rdu 
thiaCounrrey .• But the Prklhaitd Rulers, it bdnk Generlii.C 
tiiiKi .bearing of ir, aad^h'ie gitat{;:(mcf'Urft.9l'jiM^ 
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about ity in the eveninfi it being the lail d;{y of the week, the 
fometo puti it in pieces, and tobring the Tabic, with the Infcrr 
to the Govcmour, and General Court. When it was Dcmoll 
di^vcrs people, who afterwards came from divers Towns to fee ii 
their labours* But not wiahftanding the rage of the Enemy, i: hatF 
ved very good fcrvice, aad to the torment of the blood guilty ^ q 
rifcth in the hearts of many people afitih. So, my Dear Friend,

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After the remembrance of true Love to tbee^ ind; thi rtfi 
dear Fricnd^j C^r. This may inform thee, diat a.moft bi 
Spirit is entred the Eftilijbi and Indians ; in which they freicly cnc 
voiir the utter deft^ruclion on^ of another ; Ta ikai the Facex)f' 
.ftate and'^KKliMM'oFthis Coilntry, to all that -fcetr^ rerrniv^t^i! 
and dolefomc): MJd the fear fuf day of Gods mdft. rifhte<ras Jih 
mems actbardtiig tQ his unchangeable' Word ^ fpoken by hit faitJ 
Servants, and Prophets, (eems now, like a mighty and terrible one, 
boinc upon this wicked, and adulterated Place, and I^eoplei and 
tfaough rbef do faft,and pray often, yet fttU ftands in them,faft n 
ed, thc'eVH^^Tree , and they ftill deligbt^to fmkevwirh tfie Fift 
wickednc£i\- even all them who faithfully repaove Iniquity lin- 
Gate ;: and- tbclrrvil hearts are much bardned So thaD,^ akhot 
Bligoes^-andl^rplexities come in upon them, like -an overflow 
Stream* yet their, wife AAk^jJHls feed themTelvea far, .without fc 
at ferrtdiif of flaagbter, whaft many ^of our miferoblie Inhabits 
'l^iidbtd|fWaHafW|og in their bloody andniytng} and WhiM theS 
kmpus iclMlie^Matives ,^ofn one part of^the Couhrry, to anoih 
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•rod 'burning Houfcs, and torturing Men, Women, and Children: 
and burning them alive. Yrfterday came news to mine Ear, thati 
few Miles ofF» the Indians cznxt to a Houfe, and catch'd a Child of hall 
m Year old, from its Mother, and another about ten Years old ; botf 
which they carried to the other fide of a River, where they made a 
Fire •, and m fight of the tender Mother, they took up the youngcft by 
one Leg, and held it aloft, and faid, fee you, Enghjh Woman, ( or to 
thatpurpofe) and To threw it into the Fire, and burnt it^ and foit^ 
fuppofed, they deftroytd the other alfo. 1 this day heard of one 
whom they were three days torturing to death ; foitfiainly appcan 
Nevff' EngUnds unparalel'd day is now come upon themfclvcs. Divers 
of the PrTcfts ( I heard ) gathered together to confidcr what might be 
the caufe that the Hand of the Lord is thus ftretched forth againfl 
them : and one of them faid, there fcems to be a thick Cloud between 
the Lord aud our Prayers, and the Lord goes not forth with our For. 
ccs; but on the very days that we Faft> and Pray before the Loyd, do 
our Enemies give us the greateft overthrows ; and the laft time we 
Failed, we had the greateft flaughter • and fome confcfled that the 
greateft caufe might be in thePrJefts, but they would not all agree to 
that; {oB^jlm was, and is divided. Oneofthcir Pricfts,on a Faft 
day, took his Text out of the 4416 Pfalm, beginning at the 9th. Verfe, 
and read to the i^k but Preached on the yrfe. BiuthoH haft caft of^ 
4md fut MS tofisami ; andgoeft not forth with our Armies. Ver fe 1 o. Thon 
makeft KStoturnbAcKSrom the Enemy \ sndtbejvphichhateus, fpoilMsfor 
tbemjilves- . Verfe 1 1. Thou haft given us likf Sheep apfointed for Meat^ 
and ha^tfoattcred hs amng the Heathen Vcrfe 1 2. Thou felleft thj Peo- 
fie for noBfbty and doft not encreafe thy Wealth bj their Peace. Verfe i j . 
Thmtitak^ HS a reproach to onr Netghboars^ a fcorn^ and a Diviftcn to 
them that are r^und about ns. 

The Indians Infult very much over our Englijh Forces, Challenging 
them out to fight: youfiy, fay they, you v ill kill all the /wrfi^ifi; why 
come you not forth to fight f Soiric:inics ihcy watch the Englijh j, and 
will not fiiffcr them ro bury their OjIh, but force ihem ro flee before 
them; and then return, ana ftriprhc fl"in ni;keri, ind leave their Bo- 
dies to rot above ground: ncwiliwfi rhirgs arc come to pafs,aswas 
foretold by our Friends, the Servants of the Lord. A few days fincc, a 
Man, ^^ ho hid gonon one of Ceorgt Bifhop\ Books of Friends fuffer'* 
ingsin New England ^ and reading a faying there, wherein hetcfti- 
ficd the days iho'ula (hortly come, that great Calamities fliould come 
upoo chat People j and tbat their Young Men (hculd fall by the Sword. 
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and Worms (hall cover ihcm ; and the Cup which they havl filled tO 

to others , fliould be filled doable to themfclvcs ; This Man being 
prcfs'd in Spirit, went to the General Court, then fitting , withG^rf* 
SiJhof*s Book in his hand ; and came feveral Miles out of the Coun- 
try : he told them he could not have reft in his mind, uutil he came to 
Ihewthem that Book ;and he delivered it to them, bidding then', 
read fuch a place, andconfidcrifhc was not a true Prophet from the 
Lord, in what he had foretold V and whether it was not now coraeto 
pafs : But they frowned hard upon him, and cxamiocd him if he went 
to the Publiquc Worlhip, or nay . whereupon he demanded his Book 
again, but went away without it. Some of the Priefts do endeavour 
to charm the minds of the People, and to pcrfwade them that the 
caufeofthcfediftrcflcSjfcars, and horrors, that is come upon them ia 
their lying down, and rifing up, is for that the Magiftrates do fuff'er the 
Quakers, and other Hereticks-to live amongft them; but others of 
them, tell the People in their PuJpit9> that th^e great cimfi^ef CJods fore 
difpleafure againft them, istheguikof innocent blood, which from 
time to time, hath been (hed in^the Land} and farther faid, that al- 
though the Lord had this Vear taken away the Plagur of Blading tha 
Wheat in the Field, yet a greater Plague hath he brought in its room ; 
and if th.uiir doth continue, greater Plagues than thefe are like to en- 
fue thtf hext Year^ even Peffiltnce, and Famine, with the^ Sword. 
Great is the Policy, and Wifdome the Natives do AO withal; for 
they coriipafs the out-fides, and weakcil Towns in the Country ; and 
gatner the Peopfe,^and drives of them in heaps, like Fiflies before a 
Net and make them Ay before them to the ftrongeft Towns for Refuge; 
and fay, they will drive them down to Bo/fcn^znd to two or three more 
of their ftrongeft Towns, where'they, for want, (hall ftarve, and famifti 
one another, and at prefent ( if the Lord (hew not mercy ) they 
fecm as if they would deftroy, and roul up the red of our Nation, m 
m burdenfome, and menftruous Cloth« andcaft it out of their Land ; 
but blefied (hall every one be that fears, and follows the Lord with an 
upright heart ; for fuch he will mske as a Wall of Brafs, and he will be 
their deliverer, andtiieiir ftrpng Tower^ htnciforth and for ever mort^
